Kentucky, at the capitol in the town of 
Jh rankfort, on Monday the seventh day of December, in 
the jear of our Lord one tliousand eiglit hundred and 
eighteen, and in the twenty-sevcntli year of tlie common- 
'Wealth.

Alr..M’Millan presented (he jictition of Walter Preston, 
ruar Jian of the infant heirs of David Robinson, deceased ; 
representing that the said David Robinson (who resided in 
the countv of Monf.goinery and state of Virginia at the time 
®f his death) died seized iff a tract of land lying in the coun¬ 
ty of Bhciiiy, in this state ; tliat upon his application as guar¬ 
dian to .said infant iieirs, the said land has been sold uiulcr 
the provisions of an act of tlie legislature approved Echriiarj 
Sd, 1813 ; since wliicli time doubts have arisen as to the le¬ 
gality of the saicaforesaid, and praying that the same may 
ic legalized am! confirmed.

The petition of Charles C. Carson, representing that he 
^s a ,list claim against the overseer of the 'rnrnpike and 
>V ildeiPess koad for work done thereon, provisions furnish¬ 
ed the hands, 6cc. a portion of which said overseer has re- 
lused to allow, and praying that a law mav ]iass directins-the 
payment of the bulancedue him out of the funds arising from 
tolls on said road. 

^le petition of Alisana Brown, representing that her fath- 

er, Ihomas Jones, deceased, devised to trustees for her use 
tliH'ing life, and to her cliildi'cn aCter Jier death, a tract of 
land lying in Bourbon county ; that the income derived from 
Jie land is not suilirient for her own support and the 
edncation and maintenance of her children, and iiraving 
that a law may pass authorising the land to ho sold, and the 
proceeds vested in hank stock, to enable her to effectuate, 
those objects. 

And the petition of Thomas Sterrett, attorney jn fact for 
the heirs of Adain Woods, deceased ; representiug that the 
said Adam died seized and iiossessed of a tract of land in 
Bonrhon county, which has descemied to his brothers and 
sisters, and their legal reiircsentatives, (who are iiis heirs at 
law.; all ol whom are residents of the state of Teiinsvivania 
ami some of them infants. That those who are of age, to’ 
gether with the guardians of said infants, have joined in a 
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tomniittee had performed the duty assigned them, and were 
informed hy his excellency, that lie would by his scoretarv 
make a written communication (by way of message) to both 
blanches of tlic legislature in their respective chiunhers on

Were severally received, read, and (together with the doc¬ 
uments accompanying the same) I’cferred ; the iormer to a 
select committee of Messrs. Smith, Parsons and Duncan (ot 
Lincoln,) with leave to report thereon, by bill or otherwise j 
and the two latter to the committee for courts of justice. 

Mr. Hardin from the . select committee appointed for that 
purpose, made the following report, viz. 

’ . > Xhe committee appointed to inquire whether Edward IL 

Chew and Tliomas T. Barr, are entitled to scats as mem¬ 
bers in the house of representatives; have had the subject uii- 

' iler consideration ; and report— , , , , 

That it appears that hlr. Cliew and Mr. Barr, have been 
dully returned as members of the house of representatives 

from the counties of Breckenridge and Fayette: that they 

possess the qualifications prescribed by the constitution tor 
members ; and that they have taken the oath to support the 
constitutionnfthe United Stately ; and the oath- of office air- 
specified in the first section of the sixth article of tlie consti¬ 
tution; Buttliattlicy i-efuse to take the oath commonly 
called the oath against diicHiiig, prescribed by tlieact passed 

at the session of 1811, entitled-‘an act more clfectually to 

suppress the practice of duelling,'’ and tiie subsequent laws ■ 
amending the same. If also apjwars to the committee that 
tliis refusal does not arise from any alleged violation ot the 
c-eneral provisions of those iaws ; but from a belief that so 
much of said laws as requires the oath to be taken, is 

unconstitutional and void. 

These laws in substance, require that a.l officers of the go- 
Tcrnincnt sliall, before entering on the duties ot office, take 
an oath that they have not since a day therein named, givcn> 
accepted or knowingly carried a cliallcnge to light a duel ; 
and that they will not do-eithcr during their coiitiiuiance lu 

office* • 

Your committee are deeply impressed with the baneful in- 
'flucncc of the practice of duelling; a practice based upon 
. notions of honor and equality, entirely artificial and lalaci- 
bus ; but uiifortunatelv so ingrafted into our habits and man- 
tiers as to have baffied tlic w isdoni of legislators. It was the 
object of the law in question to address in the roinmumty at 
large the honor and pride of oflice, the feelings of emulation;. 
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and tlic tomc of country ; and array them against these false 
•notions, and if practicable, banish them from our country. 

Your committee are satisfied that this law has already liad 
a visible effect; and tliey would with some confidence antici¬ 
pate a pei'iod not very distant, when their influence would be 
felt by all ; provided similar laws m ere co-extensive with 
our union. 

When seven years ago, the members of the general as¬ 
sembly had determined on this experiment j as they ex¬ 
pected to operate by the force of example, it was natui-al for 
them to consent to set the example which they wished to be 
•followed by all. 

Here witliout an inquiry into constitutional privileges, 
they laid down that rule for themselves which they prescrib¬ 
ed to others. 

Hitherto the members of the general assembly, have con¬ 
formed to its requisition, whilst it is known many denied its 
obligatory effect. It is now a matter of duty to decide the 
■question. 

The qualification of the members of the legislature, and 
their powers and duties are prescribed by the constitution it¬ 
self ; and in every well regulated government ought to form 
a part of the fundamental laws of the land. Once admit the 
doctrine, that the legislature can add to, or diminish thequal- 
ifications prescribed by the constitution for its members, and 
you allow them to enlarge or diminish the sphere of choice 
as may suit the views of those in power. The consequences 
can neither be foreseen nor calculated. The power of the 
members of the general assembly flow directly from the peo¬ 
ple, and the addition of new qualifications is a restriction of 
tlie constitutional rights of the people. 

Your committee are of opinion that the’law in question, so 
far as it relates to tl'.e.members of the general assembly, is 
■af this character. 

If the law be viewed as a disqualification for an officer 
committed, it cannot be sustained in relation to members 
•in its present shape. The constitution, article 6th, section 
4tb, requires ajirevious law designating the offence, and its 
punishment j and requires conviction as tlie only evidence 
of its commission, and preparatory to conviction, indictment, 
trial by jury, confronting of witnesses, kc. and guarantees 
the citizen against becoming by comj)ulsion bis own accuser: 
See article lOtli, sections fitli, 10th and 11th, of the constitu¬ 
tion. It is true, that each house possess tlie power of expel¬ 
ling a member for any act which it may deem unworthy the 
iiigli station which he holds in the government, but this pow- 
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fi' can be cxereised but once in relation to the same officei’y, 
and from that decision an appeal lies to the people at the 
consequent election. 

Your committee liavinj^ taken this view’ of tlie law in re¬ 
lation to the case referred to them, deem it their duty to de¬ 
clare that the same reasoning and principles embrace the of¬ 
fices of governor and lieutenant-governor, as well as that of 
members oftlie general assembly. Hut in relation to the 
other ofllcers coming within the purview of the law, they can 
perceive no well formed objection to its constitutionality. Ita 
obligatory effect remains, and ft ought to be enlorced. 

They finally recommend tlie following i-esolution : 

Resolved, That Edwai-d R. Chew and Thomas T. Barr, 
arc entitled to seats as members of the house of representa-, 
tives, notwithstanding their refusal to take the oath prescrib-a 
ed by the laws against duelling.

A message from the lieutenant-governor and acting gov¬ 
ernor, by Mr. Pope, his secretary : 

Mr. Speaker, 

I am directed by the lieutenant-governor to lay before this_ 
house a message in writing. 

And then he withdrew.. 

The said message was then taken up, and read as follows, 
viz. 

Fellow-Citizens of the Senate, 

and of the House of Representatives, 

I regret, that owing to the declining health of an affec¬ 
tionate and promising son, for some inonths past, lam unable 
to give you so full a view of the state of the commonwealth 
as I could wish to communicate. Under the pressure of do¬ 
mestic affliction the most distressing, I find some consolation 
in contemjjlating tlic enviable condition of our country. Our 
national character placed on the most elevated ground, free 
and happy at home, respected abroad, we seem to be blessed 
among the nations of the earth. Our arms have been tii- 
nmpbant by sea and land ; but let iis not forget, that during 
this season of internal tranquility, it is our duty to improve 
and mature our civil institutions. Unfortunately for the 
fi-eedom and liappiTiess of mankind, they have been ton much 
concerned about the affairs of other countries, to attend to 
those needful regulations of internal polity, upon which tlieir 
security and welfare essentially depend. NYhile it is our duly 
to be prepared to repel every assailant of our rights and ho ¬ 
nor, our chief object should be That of e\erj' just and wise 
government, to render the people fi ec and happy. 'J'his is 
best attained by a diligent attention to our civil institutions. 
If these are wise and well re.gulaled, if tlic internal adminis¬ 
tration of the state is faithfully conducted, the people have 
little to fear. 














With regard to the pcciniiary affairs of the penitentiary, J 
have nothing to coininnnicate. You will be informed on that 
subject by the report of the auditor of public accounts, which 
will, I presume, be laid before you at an early pei iod of your 
present session. It will be rccoilcclcd, that this business, is, 
by law, particularly assigned to that oflicer. I again most 
earnestly solicit your attention to the state of the buildings 
it is not sufficient to accommodate half the number confined, 
and is now in a state of rapid decay. I intreat you, general¬ 
ly, or by a lai-ge committee, to examine it, and the situation 
of the unfortunate victims of folly and vice there confined. 
The humane and philantlnopic spirit of our country gave 
birth to the institution, and it will not, 1 hope, be abandoned. 
If this system of punishment and refoimiation is to be con¬ 
tinued, both justice and humanity demand the attention and 
immediate interference of the legislature. The penitentiary 
bouse must be repaired aud considerably enlarged. It is cer¬ 
tainly the duty and policy of the government, to extend to 
those unfortunate and suffenng beings, all the comfort and 
accommodation which tlicir health requii-cs, and is consis¬ 
tent with their condition and the end of their confine-menL 
The thanks of the government are due to the Kentucky Auxili¬ 
ary Bible Society, and the Lexington lndej)endent’Bible So¬ 
ciety, for Bibles gratuitously furnished the penitentiary since 
the last session. Before I take leave of this subject. I must 
remind you that neither the keeper nor agent is authorised by 
law, to Fui'uish those dischaiged, with even a small pittance 
io defray tlieir expences until they can engage in some hon¬ 
est employment j nor are they entitled to ordinary clothing, 
to disguise the evidences of their past ofl'ences. It seems to 
me inconsistent with the design and spirit of the institution, 
to cast them off naked and pennyless, with their marks of in¬ 
famy exposed to public view. 

Tlic money approi)riated by an act of the last legislature, 
for the improvement of our internal navigation, has, I be¬ 
lieve, been expended. Of the probable success of this expe¬ 
riment, I am not informed, nor has there been sufficient time 
to ascertain wliether any lasting advantages are likely to re¬ 
sult from it. The report of Ijic commissioners to whom this 
business has-been confided, will, I expect, throw some light 
on the subject. "J'lie object, however, is of too much import¬ 
ance to the people to be relinquislied. Whctlier the mode 
adopted is the best, I will not decide ,• but that great im¬ 
provements arc practicable, no doubt can be entertained, 
B^cming the subject of vital importance to the agriciillura! 



















•and commercial interests of our state, T must recommend fo 
tlie legislature a perseverance in the object, in the best mode 
which wisdom and experience may from time to time siig- 
gest. 

I must again call your attention to the state of our public, 
roads, so necessary and useful in the intercourse hetweea 
different parts of the country, and the transportation of our 
produce to market. Tlie capital necessary to make paved 
roads, the aversion of tlie .people to paying tolls, and other 
circumstances, render a resort to some otlier mode necessary 
for tlieir improvement and keepin.g tlieni in repair. A levy 
for the pui’pose, allowing cacli individual to pay in work, on 
the road for which he may he taxed, has been tried with suc¬ 
cess in otlier states, and would probably succeed in tliis. For 
the information of travellers and militia companies, and as a 
guide to sheriffs and other officers, I would suggest the pro¬ 
priety of providing by law for placing sign hoards or stonc.s 
on the different roads, at the crossing of a county line, to de¬ 
signate it. The expcnce would be small, and the measure 
aseful and convenient. 

Several applications have been made to me to release large 
tracts of land, forfeited for failure to enter them for taxation, 
or stricken off to the state for taxes due. Tlie ap])ficants 
seem to rely on the ground, that the failure to enter and pay 
the taxes has been occasioned by I he fraud and negligence of 
agents, and otlier circunistanccs entdling tlicm fo the lenity 
of tlie government. Altlioiigli cases of this kind may hc; 
within the scope of the executive power, it is so rntiiiialely 
connected witli the revenue of the commonwealth, and may 
lie so serious in its consequences, that I deem it advisable to 
present the subject to your notice. Permit me to suggest the 
justice and expediency of passing a law providin.g for tliose 
cases ill whicli satislactory evidence sliail hc adduced, ttiat the 
failures have happened in conseipiencc of tlie fraud or mis- 
conduct of agents, and other causes not iiiiputabicto tliene.g- 
iigeiicc of tlie owners. Ilow far, and in what cases relief 
ought to be extended, is most respectfully submitted to your 
Consideration. 

I be,g leave once more to suggest t'uc expediency of coni- 
rtiencing a state library at the seat of govern men t. ilesides 
its general utility, such an CHtahlisliiiiont is necessary for (he. 
convenience and inlormation of the meiiibcrs ol'the legisla¬ 
ture, judges of courts, ami other ])iiblic officers. It is believ¬ 
ed that tlie surplus rc[)orts of the decisions of the court of aji- 
pcals, tlie property of the commonweallh, with a small anjiu:'i 
appropriation, would be sufficient foi' tiie object. 
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On the subject of education, I have nothing to acid to ihy 
Sast communication. I have only at tliis time to remark, that 
we have neither free schools for the education of the poor, nor 


(iblleges, nor universities, sufficiently endowed to vie with the 
literary institutions of our sister states. I have on former 
occasions given my views so much at large, in favor of a per¬ 
fect method of education, that I feel reluctant to press it again 
on your attention. In my last communication I recommend¬ 
ed to the legislature to lay oil' the state into school districts, 
for tlie convenience of the poorer part of flic people; but they 
seem to have thought it better to accommoclate the country 
with a number of banks, than good schools. 

The condition of our banks, and especially of the state, 
bank, in w Inch the commonw-ealth has a large interest, lately 
compelled to suspend specie payments, as 1 understand, by a 
pressure, for specie, from the United States’ bank ; the refus¬ 
al of that bank to pay the tax imposed on her branches locat¬ 
ed in this state, arc subjects of primary importance, and 
claim the early attention of the legislature. Whether con¬ 
gress can erect an immense monied corporation, witli pow'er 
to locate branches in the different states without tlieir con¬ 
sent, and exempt the stock and capital employed from tlie 
common burthen of taxation, to whicii the stock and capital 
of the state institutions are subject, is a (Question of some nov¬ 
elty, and of the first magnitude. If the power of taxing has 
been improperly assumed bj' the legislature, it ouglit to be 
disclaimed, and tlie law repealed ; but if upon an impartial 
and dispassionate review of the subject, you .should be con¬ 
vinced that the power exists, tlie rejireseiitativcs of the peo¬ 
ple owe it to themselves, and to tlic state, to enforce it. 

In making these suggestions, I beg leave to assure you and 
my country men .generally, that I am not prompted by any 
particular hostility to the national bank, or a disposition to 
excite unfounded or unworthy prejudices against it. I niii 
conscious only of a salutary zeal for the rights and indepen ¬ 
dence of the state over w hicli I have the honor to preside, f 
nm indeed, ready to confess, that my sciitimeiits or -pcrhaiis 
prejudices, ever have-been, and still are strongly against tlie 
banking system. Time and experience instead of conquer¬ 
ing tiicse jirejudiccs, have tended to confirm them. 1 have 
ever viewed these mo’iied corporations with jealousy. I con¬ 
sider the cor|iorate powers a/id privileges conferred on them, 
as so niucli taken from the jiower of the people, and a contri¬ 
vance to rear up in our country, a monied aristocracy. Mo¬ 
ney Is power in whatever iiaiids it is placed ; hut it is less 
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whc .1 dividecl amongst individuals, tlian when 
combined and organized in llie form of banks. In vain did 
t ie Ameriraii i,eo,,le during tlieir struggle for liberty and in- 
dependence, destroy the landed aristocracy, then eSin^ 
under the law autliorising estates to be entailed, if a monied 
aristocracy IS to be substituted. Instead of bavin- our na¬ 
tional and state legislatures filled with men representin-the 
ieelings and interest ol the great agricultural class of the 
comfnuiiif.y. I (ear we shall see tbe towns through the coi.n- 

tiy, with the aid of tliosc banking aristocracies greatly nrc 
ponderate on the legislative floor. I must ever be opposed 
to any system ol policy, wl.icb independent of its periicious 
r noM ‘ oC'ci- '•espects, tends to diminish,

poll whose virtue and iiidepemlence the duration of our free 
institutions so essentially depends.

If perimtted to progress and interw'oave itself with all 
t.ie interests and concerns of society, it may in a more ad¬ 
vanced and dense state of our population, exiilode in a convul¬ 
sion of the government. The disease, it is true, has taken 
deep loot, hut tlie American republic is voiing. and hv a vio- 
orotis ami determined eff ,rt, may in a few years exterminate 
It. borne tune may he necessary to enable tliosc institutions

•mnd to the legislature, to propose, an amendment to the fed¬ 
eral constitiition, providingthat after a certain period, no in¬

constiaitional opposition to its legitimate operations. No 
liatnot, no American, who holds in just estimation, the free

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pay. I most sincerely exhort you to give the question aa 
impartial ami dispassionate consideration, unbiased by state 
pride, or state jealousy. If, after a mature and candid ex¬ 
amination of the subject, you shall be con^lnced of con¬ 
stitutional right of the state to rmposc the tax, I ^yould le- 
commend an amendment or modification of the act imposing 
the tax, so as to authorise its collection by distress oe attac - 
ment. If, as I have supposed, the right exists, it ought to be 
maintained; and I am ready to admit, that my 
are on the side of the state institutions. The cardinal point, 
however, with me, is not so much what hank shall jirevail, 
as liow the country is to be saved from the evils and oppres¬ 
sions of both. -p i 

As tlie charter of the bank of Kentucky will, if not renew¬ 
ed. expire on the last day of December, 1821, it vvould seem 
to me proper for the legislature at their present session, to 
decide, on the expediency of re-chartering it. Considenng- 
the time it has been in oiieration, the extent of its business, 
and the number of its branches, three years will be little 
time enough to close its concerns. If the legislature should 
be opposed to continuing the bank, under any modifications, 

I would advise the passage of a law, authorising the_ princi¬ 
pal banks and branches to receive the stock at par, in pay¬ 
ment of debts. '1 bis would cnliance the l alue ot the stock 
and facilitate the collection of debts. , 

Tlie frauds'and sw indling practised on the comnnimty, pjT 

hanking institutions; have'erected among the jieojile a dis¬ 
trust of bank paper, generally, a circiimstanre which operates- 
ininriouslv 111)011 banks of the soiiiiiicst capital, ami under the 
best inanagenTeiit. To guard tiie public as lar as jiracticable 
against a false and delusive currency, is among ilie first du¬ 
ties of the government, aud in order to insure a taitblu! ana 
punctual I'cdemjition by tlie banks ol the paper they may is¬ 
sue. I would recommend some caiil ionary provisions, wliicli 
instead of injuring would be higlily beneficial to banks, lomi- 
ded on solid capital and under prudent management ; mul at 
t!ic same time operate as a salulary check on those ot a dit- 
fereiit description. Among other tilings I would recom¬ 
mend the. passage of a law', making the stockliolders 
and directors of every hank responsible to a reasonable 
extent, in their individual capacities, for the notes tliat 
may be issued.

In conformity to a law of this comnumwealth, apj)roved 
Januai'y thc'twcnty-eiglith, 1818 entitled *• an aCtfoi- the im¬ 
provement of interna! navigation,” making it tiicduty of the 
commissioners to make a detailed I’eport to the general as¬ 
sembly on the fii-st week of their annual session of the im¬ 
provements they have made, and of the impi'ovements still 
ncc&ssary, if any, for the secuidty of navigation j I report as 
follows : 

Tliat commcncing at Smith’s ferry, as high as 1 thonglit 
it prudent .for me to commence with ibe small ap])ropri:ilion 
of money allotted to my pui't of the river, wliich did not ex¬ 
ceed 1 883 (ioilars, and having to work a distance of near one 
hundred miles, it was not to ho exjicctcd that I could do any 
great deal of tiic woi'ic necessary for to lie done. I have re¬ 
moved a great many obstructions, bnlli natural and artificial, 
by blowing rocks and reinoviiig some of those in the .shoals ; 
by cutting and removing a great many lo.gs that were stopped 
in the channed ol'tlic. river-; iiy cutting trees lliatwerc lean¬ 
ing over (he riier in places where tlie river macie sliortturns, 
and by triniinin.g l otind islands whicli I conceive renders it 
iniicli more safe for i-cuning up or down tlie ri\ eri 'I’here is 
a great deal yet remains to be done ; tin'i e is a great inen v 
old li)gs in liie river which might to be removed; but the 
task will be a very arduous mic if tlie salt-works on 
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forks of tlic river slioiihl go into operation. On either of tlis" 
rivers a great deal of work is necessary ; it will take an im¬ 
mensity ofwoi'k on the main l iver, and not murli less on the 
other. From what I have experienced, I do not believe ten 
thousand dollars will do th.e work necessary j but much Icso 
will do a great deal of good.

It will greatly im¬ 
prove the navigation of tliis inirt of Lickiag, by erecting locks 
in the dams, for the jiassage of boats ; as tlie ri\ er below the 
darns, will IVcquetilly gi\ e a siiHicieut depth of water for 
boating, when the, boats will not be able to cross tbe dams ; 
ami as the navigat ion is intended for (he. beneiit of the country 
generally, it will he a subject for the liccision of the legishi- 
ture, to say whether the niilicis arc to erect those locks at 
their owi! expciice, for puhiic he; cfit, or whether tlicy shall 
he erected by the comniissioiirrs, out of the (iiililic appro- 
jiriatioiis. FiMintliisto tlie mouth of Triplet, a distance of 
twentv-four miles, wc have done no work ; but there is 
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<ok'.i’;iliio pi>’)ul;iti{ni i.iilhis point, k rom licrclliJ l iver may 
be iiiiulc navii^ablc (or lorty or ni'ly miles nn; tlie. country 
geuei’idly inonulahious, anbrdiiie; (j;!antities of Iiiinln’i 

anti tar, as v. cl! as 'i'riplet's creel:, boUi ol wliit-h arc tliinly 
j>o])ii!atet!, except ilie bottoms on tiie water cotirses. 

"tVe have reiiiovt'.tl the natural obstnictions in tlic sonlh 
fork of j/ickin.t?, from its mmitln in Pcrulleiou comity, to Pa¬ 
ris, in 13 onr!)o:i coniily, a distaiK C of between, seventy and 
eip,'!ity miles, ifroui the nionlli to Jlicklcr’s mill, a distance 
of aboiit (liirly-six miles, there arc three mill-dams, ncilbei 
of V. Inrli are miicb obsiructiun to the iiavififation, as they aro 
so low that slopes may be made to answer to them, ii they 
can in any' case, altliOU,E:li we consider them generally ot but 
liifle advantage, unless to dams of two or three feet in beigbf, 
if to any. 

'J'he natural ohstnicticns in (his part of the river, were 
probably greater than in any other stream ot the same length 
in ilic state ; as the river was so filled w'itli islands, that the 
eiiannc} was completely' obsiructed, and diMiied and snb-di- 
vided so .as to reiuicr it entirely impracticable to boat on it 
for several years past. 

^yo have opened tlie channel sufficiently' wide and straiglit . 
by' cutting away the timber for the safe passage ol boats with 
a.good tide. This was sufficiently jiroven by a rise ot water 
tliat took idace\Nlien we were at work on the river, winch 
swept off all the timber tliat was cut, Witbont leaving a sin¬ 
gle drift in any part of the cbaniic! vve had opened. Pi’cm 
Kckii'c’s mill to Paris, a distance of about tbirly-.six inile.s, 
tbenatui iil obslructions arc but lew, when comiiarcd to those 
below, in this distance there arc eight mill-dams loo liigh 
for boats to pass, unless in a very liigli fi'c.sh, wbeii it is I'a- 
tber dangc'j'ous boating. There is in tiiis distance room lor 
six or seven moi'C dams, wiiich would dam the water tlio 
whole distance of (birly-six milesif erected would give a 
good and safe navigation all the year, by creeling locks in 
tlicm for the passage of boats. In this part of the stream the 
t imber wliieli was cut still remains, as there has not been a 
liood to remove, it. Vt'e arc of ojiinion that, that part of the 
law requiring millers on the south fork to erect locks or 
slopes at their own expense will prove incB'ectnal; as experi¬ 
ence lias proven that slopes to liigh dams aro a nseiess ex¬ 
pense; and as to locks, we arc well persuaded that l!ie mil¬ 
lers are not able to incur the expense ; and as to tlie propri¬ 
ety, it is a subject we have already slated for your decision. 
NYe should have surveyed and levelled the south fork if wc 



















jiad had timo. in order to liave ascertained tiic fall in it, and 
tlic iniinherof danisand lock.-: it would refjuircinordci'to com¬ 
plete a lock navi.e,'at!en from Paris intomain Licking.'Pliis we 
'■om eive to i)c an iinj)ortaritpart of v.’orknecessaiy to be done 
the next season; and also to work tiic south fork from Eck- 
ler’s mill to tiic month of the south fork, and from the Lower 
-Bine Lick to tiic Oliio, so as to make them both a safe down¬ 
ward navi.i^ation. Wc have remaiiiiiii' and iiiiox'pt lah-d, tlic 
;simi of 4,584 dollars 57 cents of theapprojiriation, which we 
conceiv e to he sulticient to remove those ohstrnctions yet rc- 
inaiiiin.s;, which will reiidei'both streams very safe foV hoat- 
!n,q downward ,• and also up foi- boats of a li^dit descrijition. 
The Slim above stated as a balance in onr bands, w'e liave de¬ 
posited in the Paris branch hank to the credit of (lie state ; 
and have tiled with the auditor the casliiei-’s certificate of 
the dcjiosit. This we did beiievintj it tvonld be mnch inorr 
■'onvenient for the commissioners wiicn ajipoiiited, to 2 ;ct the 
money ; and the reason why we did not expend a i^ieater 
part of tiic appropriation, was owing to tlic season. We are 
ol (•■pinion tliat all the next appropriation may be apjilicd to 
^tlic erection of locks in the dams on main and soaih Licking. 
And if the icgislatnre slionld direct those improvements to iie 
made the next year, it would be a saving of moni'y for one of 
■ lie commissioners, ni-some other person, to he nulhoriscnl to 
go lo Virginia to examine the locks on James river, and take 
a drawing of some of them, and to superintend Jic erection 
of tliC locks. And in order to show the necessity of improving 
the navigation ofthe south fork, we have procured in paii 
the amount paid the last year for v/aggoning produce from 
the soiitli fork to main lacking and llic Ohio rivers.

David C. Dmian, oiieoi'tlieeouinii.SHioncrs for opening and 
improving the navigedion of Green river and its navigable 
branches, reports to your honorabie. body: That he com- 
nieiired opening and clearing the atoresaid river, at the 
inoiith of Robeson’s creek, and hasrendereil said river, from 
thence down, passing Greensbnrgli, to the montli ol Rig 
Barren river-—wliiidi lias always been the most dillicnlt and 
dangerous navigation, owing to tlie miinerons islands, rocks 
and short bends in the river—so sale and Iree frnni ebstrnc- 
lions, that a boat may now pass in nriiT safety, w ith two and 
a half feet less wateiMiian formeidy ; a distance of about doO 
miles. lie further states, that he has drawn out of the riv¬ 
er all of the most proniinent and dangerous trees and roots ; 
lie lias blown and taken out of the river eight roelts, of tlie 
following descriiition : tst, About ten feet long, four feet 
w ide and six feet liigh ; 2d, ten feet long, eiglit liiet wide 
and five feet high ; Sd, six feet long, five feet wide and live 
feet high : 4t!i.‘tw'elvc feet long, six feet w ide and four feet 
Jiigh; 5t!i, about fifteen feet siiuure, and four feet high,- filli. 
iiliy feet long, tw enty feet wide and sixteen feet higli. Tiiis 
last lias been the most dangerous roek in Green nver, and 
tlie most dreaded hy navigators, in. coiisenuence of its lying 
jirrosH the stream in a short iieiid of the rivoi-. Also two 
other i'oeks, Iving helow thr- luontli o.l Aoliii creek, nearly 
thiidy feet sipiare, liave been removed, ilii has removed 
ahoiit liftv tish-dams, cut away and cleared out tlie ohstruc- 
tioiis ill tiic short beiuis, sotliat boats ran pass (dose to the 
■sliorc without injury irom li-iihs ot trees or drilt-wood. 
From Rohesmfs creek up ihc river, nothing has been, done ; 
but niiK'li is necessary to lie- done. (Mi iloliesoii’s creek, 
Aoliii, Huff creek and Pond river, iiotliiiig lias been done. 
Knowing that in one season tlie wiiole eould not be eficcled, 
be turned bis attention to tliosc iiarjs, the clearing out of 
w liicli would most promote the public good. There are si ill 
some trunks of trees, lying low in the chamiel ot tlie river, 
though not very dangerous, w hich it would be AVell to re¬ 
move. Below the moutli of Big Barren river, much remains 
























to be <lonc. Tlierc arc snags and trees standing, against 
which large piles oC drift are lodged in deep water, which 
are vciy (iangerons and diHicult to pass at anytime, and cs- 
t>ecially in low water. Tliere are several large and d.anger- 
mis rocks below t!ic ninnth of Nolin, as also in Nolin creek. 
He farther states, that he has not used the whole ofthe moil' 
cy ])at iiuo liis hands ; as he thought, owing to the approach¬ 
ing season, he coaid not make an advantageous application- 
of it. He has received on his part, as one ofthe commission¬

amount on hand when specie payments were resumed in tiie 
sjning of 181". / 

That from the SOtW August to the 20th November last the 
sum of 595,000 liad been drawn in specie from tliis bank ex¬ 
clusive of the sums i^rawn from the branches. That at the 
time of the suspension of sjiccie payments on tiie 20tli No¬ 
vember last, the balance due and liipiidated from this bank 
and its hi-anches to tiie ollice of discount and deposite of tiie 
bank of (he United States at Lexington, was 5(96,000 ; and 
the notes held and uhreported were estimated afa coiisidcra- 
blo sum, calculating the amount from the accumulation which 
Iiad occurred in similar sjiaces since the former liquidation. 
The amount oftlic deJinind, at and immediately before the 
suspension of sjiecie jiaymcsds, on the 20fh of November last, 
by theoincersof the batik of the United States at Lexington 
ami Lonisville, upon tlia iiauk of Kentucky and its branches 
amounted to 5409,000 iu^^luding in that estimate the sum of 
555,000 drawn in specie from our branch at Louisville. 

tiver and above these depiands the directors of the hank of 
Kentucky had reason to believe, that large sums of the pa¬ 
per oiThe bank of Kentucky and its (.'ranches, were in the 
iiOiids of the receivers of (he United States for sales ofpub- 
]ic lands, and would sliortly be dc|)osited in the oilices of the 
hank of tiie United States at Imxii.'gton and Louisville as ad- 
ditioii.s to the demand of 5409,000 ahoi e st.ntcd. aiid that 
from this source, lieavy and continued additions to the de- 
iiiaiitis of the hanks of the I'nitei! States might be expected. 
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TIiatov/itiK to tlie (liinciilties ami embarrassments of tlie 

times and apparent distress of the coiniminity by the abstrac¬ 
tion of a conskicrable portion of tlic circulating medium of 
the country, and the iiicreascd pressure and embarrassment 
anf icipated, should the banks attempt a speedy collection of 
their funds by the curtailment of discounts, balances bad 
been suffered to run on interest at the otiices of the bank of 
the United States ; and some of the branches of the bank of 
Kentucky, calculating on a continuance of their interest ac 
counts, were not prepared to pay their balantes to the bank 
ol the United States upon a short notice. 

That the cashiers of the otiices of the bank of the United 
States at Lexington and J.ouisvillc were instructed by the 
board of directors at Philadelphia to ])ut an end to the inter¬ 
est accounts and collect the balances without delay. Upon 
being informed of such instructions the board of directors of 
the bank of Kentucky ap])ointcd a committee to negotiate for 
time for payment of the reported balances due from the bank 
of Kentucky and its bi'anchcs and for bolding up for a time 
the paper on hand not reported. That ctimmittcc addressed 
a letter to tlie cashier of the oificcof discount and deposite of 
the bank of the United States at Lexington, in substance as 
follows : 

SIR—We are directed by tlic bank of Kentucky to apply 
to the office of (lisconut and deposite of the U. States’ Bank 
in Lexington, for iiiformation whether any, and what indul¬ 
gence can he given for the balances nowdiic by that institu¬ 
tion and its branebes, and to ascertain what measures wili 
be pursued with sucii jjaper of the latter institution as is now 
held or may hereafter be received by tlio office of discount 
and deposite. The motives which Iiave led them to ask for 
this infoi-mation are the pressure produced upon tlicestablish¬ 
ment by the rapid influx of their paper, the necessity of pre- 
paring by every means in their power to meet the demands 
they have reason to expect, and the apprehension, that -eitii 
all their efforts, the great difficulty which the present state 
of the country presents to collections, may prevent their ef¬ 
fecting this object. 

It is the earnest wish of the bank of Kentucky to avoid a 
catastrophe, the coiiscijnenccs of which cannot be foi'cscen, 
and it is their duty to attempt any measure.- which mav he 
calculated to put this in their power or mav jigbten the pres¬ 
sure upon the country. I'he most eflectuai of'these it is con¬ 
ceived would be to obtain Irum your institution the indulgence

As commissioner tor tlie Cumberland I'iver, under an act 
for tlie im])rovcment of internal navi,^iition, apin-oved Janua- 
1*7 28, 1818, it is made the duty of said commissioner to make 
7e])ortto the legislature of the improvements made, and those 
still necessary to be made, if any. 

It lias been agreed by the board of commissioners for this 
river, for me to act on the lower pai-t of the.river below the 
..Tennessee line, and re])oi't ti>e saijie. Tbif^ became necessary 
' from the great distance between us, which is at least 200 
miles. For this pui’|)ose 1 have received the sum of Si 333 34. 

. Afterreviewing the river from the Tennessee state line down 
to the month of the same. 1 found there wei'e no material ob¬ 
structions which coidd be I’cmoved withthesum in my hands. 
I found a few logs and snags, but they wci'c so few as not to 
impede navigation—tliei'e is about eight or ten siioalsin the 
river—nothing could be done with these—some of them 
rocky, others sandy bottoms. To effect any good, it would 
take an immense sum of money. Those which are rocky^ 
Avoukl haw to be blow'll and deepened ; tlie sandy shoals of 
-the river would have to be confined to one place. 

Some of those shoals are from one to one and a half miles 
long, not any of them but is one half mile. 'I’here is never 
more than three months in the year that those shoals are in 
tlie way ; and some years deep enough all the year for boats 
of common burthen, such as keels, &c. 

Under ail these considerations, J am very clear of opinion 
that the benefifb arising to the state would not half pay tlie 
cx))ences. The principal benefits would he to the state of 
Tennessee ; and until they would meet ns with a similar law 
to clear out the obstructions above, it would not be advnnta- 
geous to the state to do any thing to this iiart of the river. 
If you in your wisdom sliould coincide with me in this ojiin- 
ion, there is in my hands about twelve hundred and sixty- 
iiye dollars, w hieh is unappropriated, and w;ill at all times be 
sub ject to your order. 

’I have only expended the sum of sixty-seven dollars ami 
fifty cents, wliich will more fully appear by my account which 
is filed in the auditor’s oliicc.

Pursuant to an act of the legislature of Kentucky, ajiprov- 
ed January 28th 1818, entitled “ an act forthe improvement 
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of internal iiavij^ation,” tlic nn(lci’si"!ie(|,bein"‘onc of the. 
conimissioiier.s appointed for Ciunlicrlaiid ri\ci-, be£,-,s leave 
to siil)niit tlio f'dlowiii.i;. report on bis part—Ihst premi: ing 
tliat only two of the connnisfiiniicrs appointed for the Ciini- 
bcrlaiid river have met oiv the upper part of the. said river 
and acted, to wit: himself and Samuel Newell. That acrord- 
iiig to arrangements made between said Newell and the nn- 
dersigned, they divided said river abovc'the '^I'ennessee state 
line into two pai'ts, the oodersigned taking the lo” er jjart, 
beginning at Higgins’ island in (himherland county, and. sii- , 
perintended the improvement of the navigation of .said river 
from thence to where the Tennessee state line crosses said 
river, near Martin’s ferry, being a distance of about eighty 
miles. The undersigned drew as his portion of the ap’pro- 
])riation .forthe aforesaid river, thcsiiin of ,81333 l-S.-wlacIi he 
expended, as he believes, in the most' advantageous man¬ 
ner he could for the improvement of the navigatiiiii of aaitl 
river. IJe states, that hiinselfand tlie said tiamncl Newell 
commenced at the long shoals of Tiimhe.'dand river, in the 
county of I’ldaski ; that being as high up the river as thev 
thought it advisable to asceml, the shoals in that place ren¬ 
dering it almost impracticable to a.sceiid higlier wifi! boats, or 
to pass them in de.sceriding. ' They, therefore, made, this Die 
place of beginning. They, dc.srended the riwr in conjunc¬ 
tion to the said line of Te.utiesscc, view ing it miiintely and 
critically, notingdow n each ohstrnclion, and whei'C [iraclica- 
bleto be removed, they made a calculatiun of the in-ohable ex- 
pcncc it woidd take to irmove tiiesame. Thctol:d result of 
their estimate, from the aforesaid shoals to the "J.'cniicssce 
line, being 157 mile.s, they made 818.575, for which sum 
they were of opinion every ob.slacle to the safe navigation (,f 
.said fiver the di.str.ucc aforesaid, coidd he removed, w liicii 
would be j)rudentto altemjit removing. The rndersigm d 
and said Newel! (lien agreed upon a division, and vvitli (ho 
sum of §1,333 1-S the under,sig-ned proceeded with his parr, 
lie considered tiie sum appropriated as altogether iiiadequaio 
to complete the removal of obstructions fully ; and therefore, 
thouglit it nio.st advisable to remove tlie most prominent, and 
such as would most obviously impede navigation ; anti (bat 
lie should extend his labor the w liole extent of (he jiart allot¬ 
ted to hiiii. He therefore cut aw ay all beiuliiig trees near t!io 
h.ank. al.Ho all fiinher down to low watermark: lie mt in 
short leiigtlm the trees drifted up at liie bends of tlie rive.;-, 
and at i.siaiu!s, in such mariiter as to ioosen the lalt, and ren¬ 
der the drifts in a s-Uiatioa to be Heated off ; he cut down Iho 
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sawyci-s luul planters, (so called by river navigators) to low 
watermark. In executing the above,tlienndersigned presumes 
lie has much aided the navigation of tlie river within his bnun- 
ilarv, and has had as much labor done for the sum expen¬ 
ded'as could possibly liave been expected. The undersigned 
states that much remains yet to be done in his part of said ri¬ 
ver, as before designated before it will be complete , thei^ 
will be rocks to blow which now project up to some height, 
against which boats frequently stave, or are in danger ; there 
are lo"-s andi oots to ixiise and remove which arc now fast 
in sand and mud, which if removed, would render the nav¬ 
igation much more safe. The undersigned, from his first es- 
'iiinate, and also including the mouths ol two water cour¬ 
ses, the one Crocus a)id the other Marrowbone, the former 
to the extent of fn c miles, and the latter two miles—which 
could be greatly improved, and down which boats frequently 
descend into the Cumberland I'iver—is of opinion that the 
further sum of S 8,433 could be advantageously appropria¬ 
ted ; and for which sum, he thinks all could be done for the 
improvement of navigation which would bo practicable to at¬ 
tempt.

Of the several important duties assigned to this depart¬ 
ment, in addition to its fiscal concerns, the following seems 
more jiarticularly to deserve attention ; By the 13th section 
of the act approved January 26th, 1818, to incorporate sun- 
diy independent banks, it is made the duty of the treasurer 
to receive annually from the jiresident and directors of each 
of the banks incorporated by that act, .which should go into 
oiicration, one half per cent, on the stock subscribed ami 
paid for. Due attention lias been jiaid to this subject ; and 
I am happy to state, that so tar as I have had it in my power 
to correspond with the directors of the several banks on the 
subject, the anticipation and wishes of the legislature will be 
universally and promptly complied with. Some difference of 
opinion has arisen with rcgai'd to the time when this tax be¬ 
comes due. 

I have found some ditlkulty in paying off warrants di-awm 
on the trea.sui-y, on account of the various kinds of iiapcr in 
cii'oulation as money ; lor every holder of a wari-ant is natu¬ 
rally de.sirons to. he paid in the medium of the highest current 
value. Under these cii-cumstanccs, it is to be expected that 
indi\idual.s will he <Iisap|ioiiitcd, anti exprc.s.s .some dissatis¬ 
faction j buL it has been the constant and vigilant endeavor 
ot this (lopiirfmcnt, to perform this arduous duly w'ith a stcady 
eyc, not only to the public good, but to the intcre.st of each 
individual citizen.

If this subject merits thcconsiilcratiou of the legislature, I 
vrould beg leave to suggest that the buihliugnow occupied as 
a seminary on tlie public square, is well calculated to answer 
alltiic purposes of accommodation of both olftces. 

The adjutant-general and quarter-master-general’s oilices 
can be vci-y convenioiitly kc|rt in one and the same room. 
The other room below may be appropriated as an arsenal. 
The rooms above, can be appropidated to such other purpo¬ 
ses as the legislature may think right. 

The situation of this building on the public square, ren¬ 
ders it wholly unfit for tlje pui jjoscs for wbicb it vvas intend¬ 
ed. Tlie ti'ustees are, tberefore, desirous to get rid of it; 
and will, 1 have no doubt, dispose of it on goofl terms. By 
making this aiu'angeanent, anotlier object no less desirable 
will be ol)taitied.

BIr. Love presented the report of Daniel Garrard, one 
the commissioners appointeil mulcr the act oftlie last session, 
for the improvement of inteimal navigation. 

Wbieli was received and read as follows, towit : 

To the honorable the General Assembly of the Common-wealth of 

KentneUij. 

7'he undersigned i one of the commissioners appointed by, 
the last legislature for superintending the improvement of 
the Kentucky river, makes the follow ing rcjiort : 

The cominissioiici's of the Kciitiieky river met in Frank¬ 
fort onlhc-day of May last, entered into bond and se¬ 

curity as the. law re(|uircs. and agreed to lay off the river in¬ 
to three precincts. That part of the river above the mouth of 
Tack’s creek in Madison county, including all its navigable 
bi’ancbes, w as allotted to the undersigned. I commenced on 
the 5th August w ith 37’ hands, part of them at the Goose 
creek salt-works, by removing the. fish-dams, and cutting 
all the, timber that was tiinngbt in the wmy dowm to the month, 
of Goose creelc. being a distance of thirty miles ; removing 
in that distance, twenty-live fish-dams. There were two 
hundred dollars laid out, ami under the immediate direction 
of Col. John Gilbert, on the llcd-hird foi-k, which mouths 
with Goo,sc rrcekand forms the soutli fork of the Kciiturky 
ylver. There are salt-works about thirty miles up the Red- 
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;piT.lfrom its innutli, owned principally by Col. Gilbert, but 

Jnni(?i5if ^ t;barIesto.i, a gentleman of 

capital & enterpi'isc ; and ti.ere being no waggon road to said 
works I have regretted since tl.at 1 bad not furnished more 
Innds for that stream. From the junction of Goose creek and 
Ked-birddownfor three miles is a very fine river, wliere 
commences what is called the narrows, Avhicli continue for 
nearly seven miles, and I have no hesitation in saying it is 
the worst stream for that distance that is navigated \n the 

western country with flat boats. .J\ear the head of the 
narrows there is such a crooked place in the river, that I 
iound It necessary to build a dam across the stream of logs, 
brush and I’ock, and open a channel through a rocky bar for 
200 yards, 60 feet wide. The rock taken out were thrown 
out on either side, and formed a dam from four to six feet 
nigh, and have by that moans made-the river straiglit and 
perfectly sale at that jdace. About one mile below this place, 
was much the worst place in the river. 'I'he salt inaker= 
some years ago, gave 500 dollars for making this <^dacc pas¬ 
sable with boats. There \vas a stone dam theii made across 
the I'n cr, which was entirely fallen down from the great 
i apidity of the water, there being about six feet fall in 100 
yards. I there found it necessary to, build a firm dam of 
timber, brush and rock, four feet high and twelve feet wide, 
and deepen the cliannel ; which 1 am of opinion will stand 
^nd make the navigation good. Just below this place thero 
has been a saw-mill ; erected the dam is about four feet high 
entirely across tiie river—'it has never been an iiijury to boats 
descciidiiig heretofore; but I am of opinion from tlie improve¬ 
ment made, that it would be now impassable at that jilacc, 
when boats might go in all others. The pei-son who erected 
the mill got killed before it was entirely linished, and bius 
left a very poor widow and children, which induced me to 
iet it stand until it should prove an injury. Tliere wei'cjust 
above and hoiow this mill in the distance of three miles, 100 
pouiufs at' powder expended in blowing tlie rocks. From the 
loot of the narrows to the mouth of tlio south fork the river is 
generally good, it being a distance from the mouth of Goose 
creek ol about 50 miles, there being nothing to do but to cut 
«omc timber and grub up the growth on the sand-bars. From 
•die month of tlie south tork to Jack's creek, the rii er is gen* 
®rally good. From the great swell in the ri\ er in the spring 
ol 1816, there was a great many trees fallen in the idver,

ai the ditTerent ware-houses on tlie river, tlic.trees wera 
grubbed up tliat were in the way of landing boats. 

There has very little salt descended the river for the, 
last year. ■ There were about 5000 biisbels prepared last 
spring ; but there being no tide in the river dm ing the snm- 
jner, it has been all sold at the works. From the low price 
of salt two years ago, part of the works were discontinued, 
which has been the cause of the great scarcity of salt in that 
quarter. There is pi'eparation now' making to make more 
salt for the present year. The probable quantity for boating, 
after supplying the orditiany demands at the work.s, will be 
annually from 10 to 15000 bushels. The dilfcrence between 
water and land transportation will make from 5000 to 7500 
dollars annually. . , 

I found it impossible to do any thing on the north or mid¬ 
dle forks of tlieKeiitucky river the last year. '1 here is a 
little salt making on the north fork of the Kent-icky, and 
high up the middle fork also. This last stream is much the 
finest for navigation. 

I have, drawn out of the public treasury 2500 dollars, out of 
which 1 have expended 2242 dollars and 81 cents, and have 
jeturiicd into the treasury the residue, 257 dollars 19 ccni.s. 

Which is resi>ectfully submitted.

TIic. legislature of Keatneky cannot view tlic present liap"- 
py state and condition of tiieir connti'y, as its respects her 
being secured from foreign invasion, without looking back, 
and inquiring liow, and by wiiat means she lias attained this 
high, dignified and honorable station ; In doing which, slis 
discovers herself justly indebted in gratitude to many wortlij’’ 
men wlio are no more ; but the eye falls upon one, Ciiristo- 
phci- Miller, wlio is yc.tliviifg, ami who lias never been no¬ 
ticed by the general goveimnient; to whom tliey conceive 
she is greatly indclited, notonlyupoa Ihe prineijileof reward¬ 
ing real merit, b:it u])on the score of justice, founded on a 
promise made by a man on the part of the United States, on- 
whose promise Christopher Miller had a right to rely. 

In the j eai’ire.l, Ciiristopher INlillcr, of Hardin coinitvo 
intlic state of Kentucky, was taken prisoner by the Indians,, 
who was then about 15 years of age ; he remained a prisoner 
with them till tiie year 1794, wheii lie Avas taken fi’om them 
by the sjiies of general Wayne. No sooner did he find him¬ 
self in the midst of his lirotiicrs of xYmerica, than that sjiar'e 
of love of country, wlsich had been almost extinguished b\' 
savage habits, burst into a flame, and lie tendered his services 
to the general, as one of las spies. In this character he acted 
for some time, going into tlie environs of tlic towns of (ho 
enemy, t.aking prisoners from his old masters, and bringing 
them to ids general. At length it became neccBsaiy to send 
anotiicr flag to tlieenemy, several having been sent and nono 
returned. The eyes of the hoard of officers were turned It? 
Miilcr : lie w.as applied to by the general, with an assurance 
if lie would undertake the (.ask, and should succeed ir, the un¬ 
dertaking, lie should receive from liis government an inde¬ 
pendent foi’tiino. The agreement is made.—the embassador 
sets out—tlic anxious eves of Ids countrymen follow him, hut

But to tlicir great, joy, lie performs the undertaking—fin¬ 
ishes the task—cflects tlie objects of his mission, and on Ih?

A message from the senate by mr. WicklilF: 

Mr. Speaker, 

The senate have passed a bill which originated in this 
house, entitled and act imposing a tax on ail banking hou¬ 
ses not incorporated by this commonwealth.”

Tlie house took up the billto anmnd the laws incorpora¬ 
ting indepenoent banks ; and the amendments made thereto 
an committee of the whole.

dent hanks 111 this commonwealth and » an act suiirde- 
mental to the act establishing independent banks in this cora- 
nionwcalth : Jo remove wliich. 
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§ 1. BE it enncted hj ihe general asscmhl^ of fJie common-^ 
iveallh of Kentnekij. "J'liat said institutions sliall annually in 
the montli of Jajiuary, pay into file public treasury ot this 
state a tax at the rate of one half of one i)er cent, on tlie a- 
BTiount of the capital of sucli institution, which sliall he paid 
in on the 1st daj of said month. And where the said caj)ital 
or any part of it, shall not have been paid in for one year be¬ 
fore said day, the said tax shall be paid on the ca{)ital in 
propoi'tion to the time which said capital or such part there¬ 
of, shall have been paid in, 

$ 2. I'be tax due from said institutions for tbe year 1818, 
shall be paid on or before the Ist-day of June next. 

§ 3. The tax shall be paid on tbe whole amount of tlie stock 
which each institution may by law, be entitled to ; unless the 
cashier shall make out a statement of the true amount of stock 
paid in, and verify tlic same by aflidavit j and produce it to 
the auditor before tlie payment of the tax as herein direc¬ 
ted. 

$ 4. If any of said institutions shall at any time fail to pay 
the tax that may be due from them, it shall be lawful for the 
anditor of public accounts to proceed against tiiein at tlie 
next succeeding general court, by motion w ithout notice, un¬ 
der the rules and irgulatioiis and penalties relating to delin¬ 
quent sheiitt’s. 

§ 5. vSitri be it farther enacted. That from and after the 1st 
day of August next, the president and directors of each of 
said instituVions, shall be answerable out of their jirivatc or 
individual estate for all notes issued or put into cirrulatioR 
after said date.

But the committee were Informed by the president of tin? 
bank, that no cerfsiin inference could be drawn from tli© 
above statement with respect to llic profits affoj-ded by banlc 
capital in any of the situations where t lie funds of the Bank of 
Kentucky are employed ; because, although tlic cajiital of 
each branch is established by order of the Bank of Kentucky, 
yet tlicre are balances, and at times large amounts due by 
one establishment to another, so tliat at no time is any one 
operating precisely witli its own capital. However, the suh- 
johied statement,showing the amount of capital in the Bank 
of Kcntuckj and its branches, for the four last years, and 
the jirofits made by each in th« several years, will furnish the ' 
best data to enable the legislature to judge of the relative ad¬ 
vantages which different situations jmssess for the employ¬ 
ment of bank caiiifal. 

It is with regret, that the committee observe, that the 
branches of the Bank of Kentucky located at Lexington and 
Louisville, which usually made larger profits in proportion 
to their capitals than any other branches of the institution, 
during the, last year did not make as much in proportion to 
their capitals as many of the branches heretofore considera¬ 
bly behind them in extent of profit. 

Tlie statement la^ceived from the president of flic Bank of 
Kentucky bv the committee, and heretofore reported as set¬ 
ting fortli the causes uhirlt led to the suspension and I’csiimp- 
tion of specie payments by the Bank of Kentucky and its 
branches, vias considered objectionable by the cashier of the 
eflicc of discount and deposite of the United States' bank at 
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Lpxinj'fon, as Hie committee liavc been infoi'mcd, on account 
of an alleged variance between the agreement entei'ed into by 
the said casliier for the said olliec, and Charles Wilkins. foi’ 
the Bank of Kentucky, and the statement I'cceived from the 
president of the Bank of Kentucky. In justice to the par¬ 
ties concerned, the committee subjoin a copy of the agree¬ 
ment. from which it will appear how far the statement receiv¬ 
ed has varied from, or omitted to state the particulars of the 
agi’ecmcnt. Your committee are informed that on the 26tli 
of October 1818, the cashier of the oiiice of discount and de- 
positcof the United Slates’ bank at Lexington, gave notice 
to the cashier of the Bank of Kentucky, that payment w'oiiii! 
be required of the balance on interest due that office, at the 
expiration of thirty days. The agreement by C. B ilkins, 
on behalf ofthe bank of Kentucky, and E. Salomon, cashier, 
on the behalf of the office of discimnt and deposite at Lexing¬ 
ton, bears date on the 241h Noiemhcr, hut was ratified by the 
Bank of Kentucky on the 25th of No\ enibei-, and not the 24th, 
when the agreement bears date. The notice of the 26th Oc¬ 
tober above mentioned, expiring on the same day of the rati¬ 
fication of the agreemenf, the time when payments were to 
be made, either under the notice or agi-ecment, was under¬ 
stood by the Bank of Kentnekv as the same.

.9 BILL io amend the charter of the Bank of Green BireK- 

§ l.BEit enacted hj the general asscmblij of the common- 
'ivealtKof Kentucky, I'liat the president, directors and com¬ 
pany ot the Bank of Green Rivei*, he and they are hereby 
authorised in their corporate capacity to resume their ordin¬ 
ary operations under the act entitled “ an actto establisn in¬ 
dependent banksin this commonwealth,^^ approved January 
26th, 1818. upon the following terms and conditions, to wit : 

First. _The pi-esident and directors of said hank shall be 

bound jointly and severally in their individual capacities, to 
])ay and discharge in specie all notes heretofore or whichmay 
hereafter be thrown into circulation by said corporatioiij 
whether the same be payable to the bearer or to any individ- 
»ial or individuals or body corporate, or to his, her, their or 
its indorser. 

Second .—The notes heretofore thrown into circulation by 
said corporation, shall be paid and discharged as follows, to 
wit ; One fifth in GO (lays ; one fifth in 120 days ; one fifth 
in 180 days one fifth in 240 days, and one fifth in 300 days. 
And when the holder or indorser of any note or notes hereto¬ 
fore issued by said corporation, shall present the same for 
payment, it shall be the duty of the president and cashier of 
said bank to execute and deliver to such holder or indorser, 
post notes signed by tlie president, and countersigned by the 
cashier ; n hich post notes shall be for one fifth of the amount 
of notes presented for iiayment, made payable in GO, 120, 
180, 240 and 300 days as aforesaid, and which post notes 
shall bear interest from the 25th day of November, 1818, 
and shall be so expressed on the face of them. 

Fhird .—All notes heretofore issued by said corporation, 
and which are presented for pa 3 ment, and shailnot betaken 
up by post notes as aforesaid, may be jirotested by a notary 
public, and shall thereafter carry interest from the said 25tlr 
of November, at the rate of ten per centum per anuum until 
paid. 

Fourth —So much of the original charter as provides that 
the said corporation may redeem its notes by the payment of 
notes on the bank of Kentucky or its branches, and the 
bank of the U. States or its bi-anc.hes, to be repealed. 

B'ifth. — 411 notes hei'cafter issued by said corporation, to 
be paid and discharged when presented, in specie, and not to 
be taken up by post notes as is provided for those heretofore 
issued, . 
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Sixth. —Tlic president and directors of said corporations 
shall annually diirinj^ the continuance of tlic cliartcr on the 
day after their election, and before they enter on the dis¬ 
charge of their duties, execute bond to llie commonwealth of 
Kentucky, in the penalty of S 50,000 conditioned well and 
truly to pay all debts contracted by said corporation whene- 
Tcrthe same shall be demanded at the hanking house or of¬ 
fice of said corporation ; which said bond may be put in suit 
from time to time by any person or persons or body corpo¬ 
rate injured by a breach of tiie condition thereof, and judg¬ 
ment obtained thereon, on which judgments execution shall 
issue at the option of the party lor whose use the suit is 
Iirought against the lands and tenements, goods and chattels 
either oftlie said corporation or of thesaid president and direc¬ 
tors or cither of them ; which executions shall be satisfied by 
levy and sale of the property seized, without allowing a re¬ 
plevin : Provided 20 days notice be given by the officer of the 
lime and place of sale at two juiblic places most convenient 
tothc jilace of sale : Provided afso, that said bond shall not

of each bank respectively, according to the provisions of the 
first section of this act, t.'ie said bonus or tax so' due, whoso 
duty it shall lie to pay the same. 

§ 3. Beit farther enacted. That if at any time any cashier 
shall fail or refuse to pay the tax or bonus so due, when de¬ 
manded, it shall be the duty of the auditor of public accounts 
upon notice of such failure, to proceed immediately to recov'- 
er the same with all costs, damages and interest now imposed 
by law ; and as soon as the same may be recovered ami paid 
into the treasury, to grant to said jiresident of the board of

At the request of the speaker, the house directs the follow¬ 
ing statement to be made a part of the joui'nal;

house to sacrifice the appearance of consistency to the tran¬ 
quility of legislation, and accordingly gave the casting vote 
against the correctness of his own decision.

have been made payable at such brancli; and if the. said mo- 
fher bank shall fail or refuse to take up and pay off in specie 
the notes of said branch so withdrawn, wdien the same shall' 
he presented for payment at the mother bank, such failure or 
refusal sliall operate a forfeiture of the charter of said bank.

The report of Richard Taylor, commissioner for thr.t part 
of the Kentucky river which lies within the counties of t''rank- 
lin, Gallatin and Ileniy, i-espcctfully rejiorts: That the un¬ 
dersigned commenced his improvement of the navigation of 
said ri\ er at Essex island, by removing obstiaictions, &c &c. 
That the plan of imiirovcment adopted by him has been by 
erecting briish-dams in the form of wing-dams, thei'eby nar- 
row-iiig am’ deepening it at low water, and i-emovifig logs, 
rocks, &c. from wliicli system much benefit he believes will 
result to the navigator in low water ; he also believes much 
benefit will resul! from what has been done ; and he also 
further believes improvements of the same kind may "be ex¬ 
tended to great advantage. 

'.riie undersigned deemed it necessary to employ his hands 
by the day instead of the month, because if employed for any 
longer period of time. IVoin the fref|uent rises in the Ken¬ 
tucky' river, or a reliux of back-water from the Ohio river, 
considerable loss might and would have accrued. 

The undersigned has been iirevented from the accumnlalcd, 
unforseen, important other business, from making settlements 
v\T{,h the county' courts within the time |)rescrihed by law j 
and rcspeclfnlly prays that the courts may'he authorised to 
make a settlement with him at some future period, or that 
some other mode may be adopted by your honorable body. 

The undersigned was prevented I'rom making a settlement 
with the Courts of the several counties before tlie legislature 
met, because bis bands were at work at the several ripples 
between r’raiikfiirt and the inoutb of tlse river all the fall : 
nor was the woi-k finished befnrethe 1st December. 

The undersigned will state that the commissioners appoint¬ 
ed to this riv er laid it off into districts, and assigned to him 
that part froiii Frankfort to the, mouth, lie also states that 
he has I'cccivcd a cheek ujiou the ti’easary for only SSjSS.T 
33 1-3 cents ; and that he has expended as per account here¬ 
with veudered, S 2.215 67 cents. 
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Tlie undcr‘iigiic(l would ofl’cr as a fiirtlicr reason why he 
could not settle his accounts with the courts, that he had 
made contracts with individuals foi- removing obsti'uctions 
opposite the Clay lick and at other places which have not 
yet hcen complied with. 

That each of the commissioners drew on the treasury in¬ 
dividually for their third part of the innnics appropi'iated for 
this river, or so much thereof as they <leemed competent to 
meet the expenditures they iiicurred : That the undersigned 
only drcAv for the aforesaid S 2,333 33 1-3 cents, which w’as 
not the full amount of a third part of the money ap])ropria- 
ted for impi'oving the navigation of this river; and that the 
balance in his hands will probably meet the contracts above 
alluded to, and not yet complied with.

Penitextiauy Agent’s Office, Jan. 28,1819. 

Bear Sir —On looking ovei' the books of this institution, 
from 1802 to the beginning of 1817, for the purpose of com¬ 
plying with the requisitions of your note of the 26th inst. I 
find it impracticable to do so, owing to the manner of keep¬ 
ing accounts in the books of the penitcntiai’y between those 
periods. There has been no regular account kept between 
the state and the institution ; nor is there any account show¬ 
ing a general and annual result of the transactions of the in¬ 
stitution, nor file nor record of the reports made yearly to 
the legislature by agents or keepers, previous to 1817. It is 
therefore out of my pow er to furnish you any statement far¬ 
ther back than hebruary 1817, being the time which the agent 
under the late law' came into oftice. A statement of the 
transactions under the control of the ageist, from that time, 
is enclosed. The auditor informed me be should furnish the 
committee with the account of the first cost of the buildings, 
&c. of this establishment—there is no record of it in thisollicc. 
















The ninnher ofconvicts received and dischai'ged; the expence 
of keeping them ; the probable value ol raw materials each 
year: the amount of Tiioney drawn from the treasury each

With r.^gard to the buildings and condition of the institu¬ 
tion, the. comiuittce are couqielled to assent to the report of 
tlie committee of last year on this subject, in the wiiole of 
wliicli, respecting tlicsite and state of the buildings, and the 
jie.ce.ssity of a change, tliey concur, and beg leave to refer 
to fhe same as fully cxpre.ssive of the ojiinion of this commit¬ 
tee. This committee cannot forbear the expression of an 
opinion tliut this institution originating in flic most hciievo- 
leiit and just motives, and iijion principles whicii seem to ac¬ 
cord witli correct ideas of tlie use of punishment, is likely to 
become more iriirtliensome to the state than it ought; ami 
1 hat it is certainly susceptible of more profitable manage¬ 
ment. The labor of tlie convicts is fiiccssant, and of a kind 
promising profit ; and it is scarcely to be conceived that the 
same lumiher of hands not in their situation as to confiue- 
I me.iit, with the advautiige of so hu'gc a loan as a cajiital for 

jiiiiTliasing caw niateriabs. pro[)erly employed, slit/uld yield so 
small a [irofit. The coiifim meut, coarse clothing ami fare 
of l!ie convicts caiimit well be supposed toles.scn the profits of 
their hibors. Soinetliitig is, therefore, cvidcnily defective in 
fe the organization or maiiagcrnciit of tlic in.stitution. 'J’iierc- 
£ult.s speak stronger than any argument. 
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The rammittee, therefoi'c, recommend the adoption of the
